Ing remedies.”

In emphasizing the Importance af
Immediate actlon {f France Is Lo
maintain her porition In the world, M.
Jacques Bertlllon, the eminent sta-
tisticlnn, poluts out that whereas &
century ago 27 per cent of the pop-
ulation of the great European powers
were French, todsy the proportion |s
only 11 per cent. Formerly Freoch
wie the most wldely spoken lan-
Buage, today It {s tho mother tongua
of only 46,000,000, ns comparad with
100,000,000 who spenk Cerman sod
130,000,000 who speak English

As for remedies, M. Bertlllon In-
sists that Freochmen must be tanught
to regard o child as a burden which
itg father supports for the henefit of
the whole community. But In order
that a family should pay what It
owes lo the gtate, It should consist
of at least three children—two to flll
the places of the parents when (hey
die and the third 1o fill the gap®
cauesed by those who dle before a'-
taining aduit age. In order to pro-
mote thie end, M. Bertlllon propeses
a reduction of taxation upon fathers
of three or more than throe ohlldren,
in proportion to the number of lhrln‘gl
offspring—sa system nlready Rdopte
in Prussia, Baxony, Hervia, Norway,
Sweden and parts of Bwitzerland
The lawe of successlon should he
modified and formalitlos of marriage
simplified, Mothers of large famliles
should be asslsted in varlous ways,
and especial provislon should be
made for widows left with chlldren
Fioally, M. Bertlilon suggesis lhat
among the bumbler class of public
fervants those candldastes for em-
ployment by the state who have chil-
dren should be consldered as eligible
in proportion to the size of thelr
